GENERAL L J. GARTRELL. 

In the last issue of THz ConsTITUTION 
we printed a letter written by Hon. J. 
kt. Parrott to President Andrew John. 
son, immediately after the war. In 
this letter is a reference to General 
Gartrell which, when it was penned, 
was inall probability never intended 
to see the light. We refer to that por- 
tion of ‘the letter which 
alludes to General Gartrell as “a para- 
site of Toombs.” It 1s not at all neces- 
sary to say to those whu are acquainted 
with the past lives and relations of 
tnese distinguished gentlemen that the 
remark quoted is calculated to convey 
an impression altogether improper and 
unjust, but for fear it may hereafter 
be construed improperly, we desire to 
state that at tke time when the letter 
was written, (1866) General Gartrell 
was a prominent candidate for United 
States senator—coming, indeed, within 
one yote of election—and it was the 
‘strong union element in the legislature 
of that year that defeated him. He 
was a representative man . of 
the confederacy, having beena member 
of congress and a major general in the 
army, and it was but natural that his 
opponents should leave nothing un- 
done to prejudice him in the eyes of 
the federal admini:tration. To allude 
to a Georgian in those days asthe par- 
asite of General Toombs was consider- 
ed the climax of abuse. It conveyed 
the impression, especially to union 
men of the north, that the man 
thus characterized was a_ traitor 
tothe government and a fire-eater of 
‘the most terocious stripe. Genera] 
Gartreil studied Taw witn (reneral 
Toombs, and they were intimate per- 
sonal and political friends until the 
union and state right issues were dis- 
cussed in congress. They were then 
bitter political opponents, and never 
came together with any degree of cor- 
diality until they both left the halls of 
thie federal legislature, in the eventful 
days of 1861, to battle for the rights ol 
their people.

RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


A conflict between the commerce 
committee of the house and the com- 
mittee of railways and canals is likely to 
arise as to the control of the river and 
harbor appropriation bill. A similar 
question was raised in 1852 by “Dick”’ 
Yates, of Illinois, and then discussed 
by Messrs. Stephens, Seymour and 
others, the house deciding that all such 
bills should be referred to the railways 
and canals committee. Two years 
la'er the title of the committee was 
changed to railways, canals and har- 
bors, and the committee now finds that 
nothing but usage has taken the title 
and bills away from it. Secretary Mc 
Crary who was chairman of the com 
mittee while in the house, and who as 
secretary of war,is charged with the ex 
penditure of moneys appropriated by 
the river and harbor acts, is in accord 
with the purpose to give these bills to 
the committee on railways, canals and 
harbors, to which he says they prop- 
erly belong. To take this bill away 

m the commerce committee would 
be to largely increase the importance 
of the railways and canals committee, 
raising itto the rank of about second 
rate, while it would proportionately de- 
tract from and reduce the standing of 
the commerce committee. 

Mr. Feiton isthe second member of 
the committee on commerce, Mr. Rea- 
gan being itschairman. Mr, Schleich- 
er, another Texau, is chairman of the 
committee on railways and canals, but 
Georgia is unrepresented in it. The 
- nearest representative that we have is 
Mr. Shelley, of the Selma, Alabama, 
district.

ATLANTA'S FINAN CIABAPILITY, 

The Old Capitol Rewspaper at Mil- 
ledgeville, having been utterly put to 
rout withits srgument that Atlanta 
had not the legal right to comply with 
her proposition to build a new capitol 
ann furnish the site, in its dire extrem- 
ity has taken a new tack. It sees the 
absolute necessity of removing that 
fatal stumbling block ont of the way of 
Milledgeville,and now makes the mis- 
erable plea that “Atlanta is not able to 
make good her proposition.”’ It says, 
in explanation, “we know her bonded 
obligations to be enormous.” P 
“Atlanta can but appreciate the truth 
that her public debt is already s welle« 
to a startling magnitude.” 4 
“With a population proper not exceed- 
ing thirty thousand souls, her bonded 
and interest obligations sum into the 
millions, and her tax oppressed citizens 
are ground with exorbitant levies with 
which to meet them,” etc., etc. 

Now, we declire, of our own knowl 
edge, that without exception, there is 
not one word of truth in the series of 
statements that we have quoted. Itis 
difficult to preserve a becoming dignity 
of language in rebuking such reck!ess 
assertions. The editors of the Old 
Capitol, to put it in the mildest form, 
are assuming to enlighten their readers 
on a subject of which they are pro 
foundly igaorant. 

It is true that Atlanta has had to ex- 
pend of late large sums of money, for 
but little more than a decade ago she 
was a heap of smoking ruins. A large 
city with allits comforts and applian- 
ces, has been built upon the ashes of 
her former self, and of course money 
was required forthe enterprise. Bui 
Auanta did not go indeb! for it. Sne 
adhered to the golden maxim “pay as 
you go,” and notwithstanding her mar- 
velous and sudden growth, we have 
no hesitancy in saying that her public 
debt is today smaller than that 
of any city in the union possessing 
two-thirds of her population. It 
than two millions, and her population 
proper is between 35.000 and 36.000 

Secondly. Her bonds are to-day quo- 
tably higher in the market than those 
of any other southern city, and we be- 
lieye of any city inthe union. ‘There 
are none with any rate of interest that 
do not command a handsome premium. 

Tbirdly. Her rate of taxation is one 
anda half per centum valorem. 
Show us any progressive city in the 
union where it is less, 

Fourthly. While many are slow to 
pay their taxes in these times of de- 
pression, here as elsewhere, «nd mar- 
shal’s advertisements frequently ap 
pear in the city papers, it is a rare cir- 
cumstance that the property of citizens 
is sold to pay the taxes upon it. 

Fifthly. Atlanta has never yet failed 
to pay any of her obligations on tlre 
day of maturity, and she never will 
under her present charter, which in 
hibits an increase of her indebtedness. 

Lastly. We volunteer an item of in~ 
formation to theeditors of the Old 
Capitol that will be quite as new to 
them as the truths we bave already 
written, viz: Atlanta expects to meet 
fully and promptly her enyayement with 
the state to furnish a new capitol when- 
ever called on so to do without one dol- 
lar of additional assesrsmert in the way 
of taxation. The city hall property is 
a convenience to her, and a great one, 
but not a source of revenue; she can 
therefore give it up with but little 
uctual cost to herself. As regards the 
construction of a new capitol, she has 
ample property which she can dispose 
of at any day for more than double ihe 
suin required, 

Is the Old Capitol answered’? The 
editors claim to Le “no enemy to Atlan- 
ta.””’ Will they do her the justice to copy 
this vindication of her financial ability 
and standing against a groundless at- 
tack from themselves? We shail see.

Elsewhere in our @eolumns we pub-? 
lish frem thepriginal ajetter written in} 
1865 to thelate President Joanson by 
the new secretary of the navy, Ricbard 
W. Thompson. The contents of the 
document are such as will excite some 
comment at this juncture and in view 
of the prominence of its author in the 
administration of public affairs. We 
note some of the more prominent sug- 
gestions arising out of the letter. 

It will be seen that Mr. Thompson 
expressed unbounded. confidence in 
the integrity and wisdom of President 
Jobnson, and felt satisfied that his 
administration would be character- 
ized by wisdom, statesmanship and 
honorable purposes, 

This opinion was not an impulsive one, 
but arose from a knowledge ot Andrew 
Johnson’s character, past career and 
announced line of policy upon assum- 
ing the presidency. Mr. Thompson 
here puts himself in line with that 
policy and may be virtually counted as 
publishing his willingcess to sacrifice 
his own convictions to its wisdom. In 
this allignment with the president Mr. 
Thompson was not then alone. It is 
either well-known, or capable of proof, 
that many of the prominent republi- 
cans of that period were of like beliel 
and made like good declarations. But 
Mr. fbompson, like others, unfortu~« 
nately vielded his first, best judgment 
to become tie follower of party 
echemers, sprilsmen and centralists. 

He left Johnsonian ideas and princi- 
ples to become one of the powerful and 
dominant party, whose first and last 
declarations were hostility to a free 
union of equal states. Why he should 
haye made this sommersault from 4 
tine of policy under which he expected 
co “soon see the rebellious states yield- 
ing obedience to the constitution and 
laws,” we are not.able to tay. 

The succeeding paragraphs of the 
letter may furnish to some acute dis- 
coverers of hidden motives the reasons 
for Mr. Thompson’s course. The refer- 
ence’ to the great reform which Presi- 
dent Johnson would have opportunity 
to enforce upon southern society was 
a cunningly constructed appeal to the 
class prejudices with which the tailor- 
president was popularly believed to be 
imbued. 

The picture drawn to the imagina- 
tion of an humble and pvor man occu 
pyivg the exalted office of president 
and from the chaos left by revolution 
erecting the utopian fabric of free, in~ 
dependent social equality, was fiatter- 
ingly presented, even if it had in con- 
cealment no motive of persona) ad- 
vancement through its agency. 

That there may have been in ail this 
praising and prompting something of 
deep purpose is easily believed when 
Mr. Thompson warmly urges the presi- 
dent tosee that he is “aided 1n all the 
departments of administration, not 
only bv the supporters of your policy, 
but by vourown triends.” The belief 
becomes aimost absolute when we fur- 
ther read the subtle, tempting sugges-~ 
tion: ‘Parties are likely to be recon- 
structed; why should vou not * * make 
yourself felt in such reconstruction ?”’ 
Who was so good and considerate a 
“friend” of the president as Mr. 
[Thompson ?—who but a “friend” could 
have so delicately put these suggestions 
before the president ? Still Mr. Thomp- 
s0n wes not one of those who “aided” 
Mr. Johnson in one of “the depart- 
ments of administration,”’ and ere long 
we find him combined with the presi- 
dent’s enemies, fighting every constitu 
tional act of the executive, glorying in 
his defeats, and following the fortunes 
of the radical diabolism until its su- 
preme climax of outrage in the theft of 

he presidency. What next? Mr. 

Thompson is called to “aid” the trau- 
dulent president in one of “the depart- 
ments of administration” —an adminis- 
tration whose only redeeming features 
are those which President Johnson was 
prevented from consummating.

Savannah News:

the Northeastern railroad by Gov. Coiquitk. It 

seems, however, that Attorney General Ham- 

mond, before Goy. Smith retired, gave au ad-~ 
verse opinion, aud Attorney General Ely has 
also argued on the same liue in fhe supreire 
court againeat Senator Hil. As the last legisla 

ture and the courts and the constitutional! con- 
vention have all failed to agree with Messrs 

Toombs, Brown and Hill in this matter, itis not 
probable that the governor will indorse the 
bonds. 

This paragraph in the News is calcus 
lated to leave a false impression upon 
the mind of the reader. It is caleuiated 

to convey the idea that both the legis- 
lature and the convention 
acted j$oadversely upon the ques- 
tion of endorsing the bonds of the 

Northeastern railroad. The facts in the 
case arethese: The legislature of 1870 
passed the bill granting aid to the road. 
In 1874, whea the bill invalidating the 
acts granting aid to railroads in Georgia 
was passed, it was not supposed that 
the Northeastern road was included, 
but out of abundant caution, the 
friends of the road in &@ 
very short time afterwards 
introduced a resolution setting forth 
the fact that the provisions of the bill 
already passed, were not to be con 

strued as applying to the Northeastern 
railroad. That is the way the legisla~ 
ture of 1874 “failed to agree with 
Messrs. ‘loombs, Brown aud 
Hill.” The ' matter was 
bronght to the attention of the legis: 
lature, if we remember correctly, in 
the shape of a petition. This petition 
was referred toa committee, but no 
report was ever made upon the subject; 
so that if the legislature “failed 
t> agree with Mersrs. ‘Toombs: 
Brown and Hill,” it a'so failed to dis- 
agree with them. As to the action ol 
the courts, they neither agreed nor dis- 
agreed. They decided that the ques- 
tion was not one upon which they 
could properly render a judgment; 
that it was a question for the ex 
ecutive and not for the judiciary 
to decide. So far as the consti- 
tutional convention is concerned) 
it had nothing whatever to do with the 
matter. The question was never before 
that body in any shape, and conse- 
quently the convention did not, as the 
News asserte,‘‘fail to agree with Meesrs. 
Toonbs, Brown and Hill.” We repeat 
we bave said heretofore, that 
every consideration of equity, jus- 
tice and fair dealing with 
the paople of a section—too long and 
too studiously neylected, urges Gover- 
nor Colquitt to sign these bonds, an 
act in which he would be almost unan. 
imously supported by the public opin- 
ion of the state.

Let me, then, say to you, in all sincerity, that 
not the slightest doubt has come overmy miud 
in reference to the future of your administration 
being fully satisfied that it will be such as shall 
be demanded by the bestinteresisof the c 
try apd your own honor. Youu have duties be- 
fore you that will put all your patience and 
capacities toa severe trial, but | feel perfectly 
couvineed that you will be «qual to them, and 
that by the firm aud decisive policy you have 
indicated already, we shall soou see the rebel- 
lious states yieiding obedieuce to the constitu- 
tion und laws. 

In the recOnstruction of the social organiza- 
tions of tbe south, you baye a glorious field of 
operations, and by Jeaving the _ leaders 
of the rebellion to answer Ww the 
law for their enormous crime of treason. 
you will haveit in your power, not only to ele 
vate those whom they have heretofore treated 
as their inferiors, but to make this proscribed 
class feel their personal independence of char- 
acter, aud consequent responsibility for the 
conduct of public affairs. Thus you may do 
for southern society what has never been done 
before—estabiish it upon an imperishable foune 
dation, consistently with the genius of our in- 
stitutions.

the same way towards you and it will afford me 
great satisfactic n, if 1 shall have it in my power, 
to encourage and increase this sentiment. 

You know as well or better than I do, the 
difficulties you must encounterin merely ad- 
ministrative affairs. These will be greater than 
they would have been if you had been eiected 
president. It seems to me that the true course 
of general policy would be to sce that you are 
aided in ali the departments of acministration, 
not only by the supporters of your policy, but 
by yourownfriends Thus you will surround 
yourself by those upon whom you cau rely— 
which will lessen, very greatly, the labors and 
perplexities of your office. Parties are likely to 
be reconstructed; why should you not, as other 
presideuts have done or tried to do, make 
yourself felt in such reconstruciion? 

I have written the foregoing from a cunvic 
tion that you wil appreciate my motive, and be 
cause, under the c@:rcumstances which bave 
brought you to the presidency, it is due to you 
that you should understand, as far as possible, 
the feelings of the country.

What will be the re- 
sult? The national banks, who must 
prepare not alone to redeem their cir, 
culation in gold, but must s!so be ready 
to protect their depositors, will at once 
send greenbacks tothe treasury to 
buy gold. The 2,000 nationa) banks 
in the country hold at least S150 OVOU,- 
000 of devosits. You can e€usily see 
what au enormous quantity of gold the 
secretary of the treasury would be 
called’ vo supply them. He could 
not begin to meet the demand. Then 
the speculators in New York could 
easily pool in $50,000,000 in greenbacks 
and send it to the treasury for the pur- 
pose of making a corner in gold. They 
would have the secretary at their mer- 
cy, and gold would shoot up toa higher 
tigure than it did dnring the war.
